ATHENS, Dec, 15.—()—An agreement in principle that a regency 
might solve the strife in Greece was reported tonight although fight- 


ing continued in the rain-soaked capital. 


The regency question was dis-¢ 
ovssed at a lengthy conference 
among Reginald Leeper, the Brit- 
ish ambassador; Harold MacMil- 
lan, British resident minister in 
the Middle East; and Themistokles 
Sophoulis, Greek elder statesman 
wha has acted as an intermediary 
between the opposing forces.

a pocket and has been under siege.

ISLAND CLEARED 

On Cebu, southeast of Negros, 
forces under Lt. Col. Charles 
Cushing, of the Engineer Corps, 
aha attacked the enemy and 
cleared most of the southern part 
of the island. 

Far to the southeast, in the Sulu 
archipelago, guerrillas. under Lt. 
Col. Alejandro Suarez “pinned 
down enemy forces into small re- 
stricted areas.” Other forces have 
freed virtually the whole island 
of Bohol, to the southeast of Cebu. 

These guerrilla operations have 
created friendly shores along the 
600-mile inland seas stretch be- 
tween Leyte and Mindoro. 

The Japanese knew they were 
facing another advance landing in 
the strategic Philippines because 
they repeatedly attacked the Min-, 
doro-bound convoy but they ‘vere 
taken by surprise as to the land. 
ing place, Gen. MacArthur said. 
Resistance on Mindoro was neg- 
ligible, he added. 

JAP ADMISSION 

Acknowledging American inva- 
sion of Mindoro in the Philippines, 
Tokyo ‘radio said that about one 
division (upwards of 15,000 men) 
of ground troops went ashore near 
San Jose, which is-on the south- 
west tip of that island. 

“Japanese garrison units inter- 
cepted the’enemy forces and fight- 
ing is now in progress,” said the 
broadcast .recorded by the FCC. 

This claim was at variance with 
eyewitness accounts of war corre- 
spondents with the American in- 
vaders who agreed the landing 
was unopposed, the Nipponese 
having retreated inland.

Bill To Pension 
Families of Vets 
Of War I Signed 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—(?)— 
President Roosevelt signed today 
a bill providing pensions for wid- 
ows and children of deceased vet- 
erans of World War I. 

Estimated to cost $37,000,000 in 
its first year, the system provides 
benefits up to $74 a month. 


The measure provides pensions 
regardless of the cause of. death. 
Previously pensions were allowed 
widows and childreri only (1) if 
the veteran died of a disability 
connected. with his war service 
and (2) if he died of some other 
cause, but had been disabled in 
the war. 

Widows without children will 
get $35 a month. A widow with 
one child will receive $45 and $5 
will be paid for each additional 
child. 

A child of a deceased veteran 
whose mother is dead will get $18. 
Two orphans will receive $27, 
three will get $36 and for each 
additional orphan $4 is provided. 


No childless widow can draw 
a pension unless her annual in- 
come is under $1,000, nor can a 
widow with children qualify for 
a pension unless her income is 
less than $2,500, 

A veteran must have served at 
least 90 days for his family to 
be eligible. And, to discourage 
women from marrying veterans 
with the idea of obtaining pen- 
sions, any woman who has mar- 
ried a veteran after the effective 
date of the act must have been 
married for 10 years to receive 
the pension upon his death.

The London Express, air edition, re- 
ports on the German’s V-2 rocket. 


“In the street where it (the first one) 
fell houses were demolished and a crater 
appeared. Several persons were killed, 
many wounded. No one had heard any- 
thing coming. No one had seen anything. 
No one then suspected enemy activity. 


“More came. Holes were suddenly 
blown in fields. Homes suddenly were 
demolished without warning, people killed 
as they went about work... because they 
travel faster than sound and give no 
chance to take cover many tragic incidents 
occur. A children’s tea party was going on 
in one house when a rocket fell. It was 
Sunday afternoon. A number of houses, 
including the one where the party was be- 
ing held, were blown into heaps of plank- 
ing and rubble, Many of the victims were 
never found... .” 


Recently this safe, comfortable country 


sighed with relief when the news came 
that the present German rockets probably 
could not reach the United States because 
the type being used would disintegrate in 
the air. That may or may not be true. It 


is true that rockets could begin to appear 


in our cities. : 


The point is, we are in the midst of our 
Sixth War Loan. The money is needed to 
pay for this war. We need it to hurry vic- 
tory. Are we so safe and comfortable that 
we are not interested even in buying bonds 
which pay a profit? Have we money to 
pack places of entertainment, to buy mil- 
lions of luxuries, and not enough’ to buy 
the bonds to finance our men who fight? 


Do we really need, as some returning 
soldiers have said in bitterness, to have a 
few bombs to fall on us, killing our chil- 
dren, destroying our homes, before we 
wake up? . 


Are we that kind of people? 


We'd Probably Do the Same , 


With Winston Churchill’s statement 
that Russian demaz.ds for a slice of terri- 


tory out of what,was before the war, east- 


ern Poland, it is apparent that the Polish 
government in exile, in London, is at the 
approximate end of its rope. 


Nor need there .be surprise at such a 
developmént. The Polish government in 
exile was, undoubtedly, over-heavily com- 
posed of landowners interested primarily 
in regaining their old property. Such a 
goal could not be expected to stand against 
the Russian demand for territory she con- 
siders essential to the proper, .future de- 
fense of her western border. Furthermore, 
Moscow claims, whether correctly or not, 
there is now no means of determining 
that the majority of the population in the 
affected territory is Russian anyway. 


It is useless to condemn such action by 
Russia as an example of undesirable 
“power politics.” Similarly, it is futile to 
condemn British intervention in Greek 
civil war. Russia is sure to demand, and 
gain, whatever territory or political con- 
trol she thinks necessary to her own prop- 
er defense. Similarly, Britain is going to 


take any action she thinks necessary to 
assure stable government and British dom- 
inance over all territories adjacent to her 
vital “lifeline of empire,” through the 
Mediterranean and the Suez canal to the 
east. 


Before we of America condemn such 
obvious determination to safeguard their 
own safety, by Russia and Britain, we 
must remember that we would act in simi- 
lar manner if we saw any real threat to 
our own security from Central or Latin 
America. In fact, we have so acted on 
numerous occasions, 


Eastern Europe is Russia’s vital sphere 
of influence. The Mediterranean and the 
Suez canal is a sphere vital to Britain. 


The United States, through the Monroe. 


Doctrine, long ago served notice on the 
world we regard the entire western hemi- 
sphere as a vital sphere of our influence. 


Each of the big three will, regardless of 
what the others may think, see to it that 
the common enemy is, for the future, effec- 
tively stymied in its own part of the 
world. Which is but logical, realistic and 
to be expected. 


Prizes for Increased Production 


In Moultrie patriotic businessmen have 
set about to encourage increased per acre 
production of money crops by offering 
cash prizes to farmers showing the best 
percentage of gain. 


That such a program will inspire re- 
newed emphasis on per-acre yield is evi- 
denced by Colquitt county’s previous ex- 
perience with similar campaigns to push 
tobacco, cotton and corn production. To- 
bacco planting was first introduced into 
the county through such a program. Corn 


growing was virtually doubled’ thereby. 
And Colquitt’s high production rate of 
cotton—almost a bale an acre average—is 
due in no small part to the interest accom- 
panying such contests. 


The cash prizes, though by no means 
insignificant, are but a means to an end. 
The spirit of competition is keen in all of 
us and if, through the offering of awards, 
increased production can be encouraged, 
all will prosper. It is a good idea, one that 
other counties might emulate with profit.

One of my failures has been an absolute one. 

Despite a considerable investment financially,

She was mod- 
ernized, made fit again for combat against any odds. The men of 
her crew, every one of the 2,000, swear, emphatically, she is as 
good, in striking strength and gunnery, as a modern battleship. 

Because of her injuries at Pearl Harbor, the Nevada wears. the 
Purple Heart on her bridge. 

Not so long ago the Nevada came back to New York for a brief 
rest while her men scattered all over the nation, to enjoy a 20-day 
leave. 

Those men have great tales to tell about their ship. Some, of 
course, cannot yet be told at all, for security reasons. But those 
that can be told constitute a modern naval saga that compares well 


with any in history.

|Total Democracy 


Editor, Constitution: Georgia 
needs laWs passed to make it a 
total democracy. There are too 
many public officials now appoint- 
ed. Why should not all be elected 
by the people? There can be no 
satisfactory explanation for so 
many being appointed. The real 
reason is that certain officials want 
to add to their political strength 
by appointing other officials. 

Some of the changes needed to 
make Georgia a full democracy are 
to elect by popular vote state 
highway board, state school board 
and university board of regents, 
each member elected by and rep- 
resenting each congressional dis- 
trict, highway board chairman by 
state-wide vote; all state depart- 
ment heads in the capitol; county 
school board and board of county 
commissioners, each member rep- 
resenting a district; state senators 
by people of the whole senatorial 
district. Civil service for state em- 
ployes under state “Hatch Act” 
law. Adequate home rule for coun- 
ties and municipalities. 


Other changes. Repeal poll tax 
law so remove penalty to vote. 
Amend county unit system so a 
small minority cannot elect offi- 
cials, also require majority county 
units for any candidate to win; 
also require candidates for county 
offices to receive a majority of 
votes to win. Have state secret 
ballot, and prohibit pressure upon 
voters on election day, no vote 
soliciting during voting hours. Also 
remove chances for fraud in count- 
ing and consolidating votes; voting 
machines may be the solution. 
Make law so voters may petition 
for a recall vote of any official 


~ 


they deem not properly doing their 
duty. 

Governor Arnall has the great- 
est opportunity of his administra- 
tion to do some things needed to 
make Georgia a true democracy. 
If he gets this done, his name and 
names of those helping to accom- 
plish it will be immortalized and 
the people of Georgia will _give 
them practically whatever offices 
within their power these people de- 
sire and competent to fill. This 
will be another “first” for the 
governor and the Georgia legisla- 
ture and an example for all the 
other states to follow.

Adolf Hitler's 
Biggest Blunder 


WASHINGTON—History will probably record 
a eee most Neng aang nal was the 
: eclaration war erman I on 

the United States four days after Pear] Harbor. . _ 

Three years have now passed since that momentous event with- 
out any light being shed on the motives which prompted the Fuehrer 
to commit himself to such a foolhardy line of action. 

Without the German and Italian declarations, the United States, 
in all probability, would have been content to confine its war ef- 
forts to the Pacific, giving the British and the Russians only such 
aid, through lease-lend, as our main preoccupation with the Japs 
would permit. 

Public sentiment would have demanded that our entire atten- 
tion be directed to the Pacific. We were so aroused over the 
treacherous attack of the Japanese that, even though we sus- 
pected the Pearl Harbor blow had been concocted in Berlin, we 
nevertheless would have concentrated our energies on vengeance 
against Tokyo. 

By the very nature of things, our b greeny orgy in the Pacific 
would have been such that we would have left the British and 
the Russians pretty much to their own fate in Europe. 

Already having one war on our hands, it is not reasonable to 
suppose that we would have deliberately involved ourselves in 
another theater of operations, especially at a time when we were 
ill prepared to combat the Japs alone. 

And so on that Monday morning following the dramatic events 
of December 7, 1941, President Roosevelt appeared before congress 
to ask for a declaration of war, not against the Axis group of na- 
tions as a whole, but only against Japan. Three days later Hitler 

nd Mussolini, acting on their own with no interv provoca- 
tion, had Germany and Italy declare war on the United States. 

Hitler’s doom was sounded in that unparalleled biunder. 

But for this act there would have been no British-American 
invasion of North Africa, the forerunner of the Italian 
The victory of Gen. Montgomery at El Alamein, which marked 
turnihg point in the Mediterranean, probably would not have come 
because it was made possible largely by supplies of American tanks 
which otherwise might have been diverted to our own needs in 
the Pacific. 

The great German reverses at Stalingrad, coming along a short 
time later, might have been averted had Hitler not been put to 
the necessity of dividing his forces between the eastern and the 
western theaters of action. 

And certainly the invasion of France would not have been pos- 
sible when it was launched without the active co-operation of 


American forces. 

: Assuming that ultimately we would have 
Time To Prepare inevitably been drawn into the war against 
Germany, Hitler, but for. this blunder, would have been given a 
year or two longer to complete his plans for the subjugation of 
Europe. Once that had happened, it might have taken us ten 
years to beat him down—regardless of what we may have done to 
the Japanese in the meantime.

Perhaps the only explanation to be found is in the man’s enor- 
mous ego. The Pearl Harbor conspiracy must have been formed 
at least six months before the Japs struck their foul blow. At that 
time Hitler was at the zenith of his power. The Russian invasion 
had not yet begun, but France and practically all of western Europe 
had been overrun. 

Hitler, like many of our. own generals, had assumed that he 
would be able to knock the Russians out within a few months. 
The attack on Pearl Harbor was to coincide with the colla of 
the Red army and the entry of the Germans into Moscow. 
after the Nazis would form a junction with the Japanese in India, 
leaving the Axis in control of Europe, Asia and Africa. The Ameri- 
cans were to be the final conquest. 

But Russia did not fall. And later we did not allow the war 
with Japan to divert us from attacking the Axis at its fountain 
source—Germany. We made Germany, rather than Japan, the 
chief objective of our war efforts. No one can challenge the 
wisdom of that move. 

Our entire policy in that respect was dictated by the German 
declaration of war on the United States. But for this we might 
have been content to lend only a left-handed aid to our European 
allies. The history of the war might have been vastly different.
